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COMME^^TARY 


Population: 

There  has  been  a  marked  rise  in  the  popultaion  of  the  area,  from  18,460 
in  1970  to  19,690  in  1971,  an  increase  of  1,230  or  6.6  per  cent.  This  compares 
with  growth  in  previous  years  of  640  (1970)  1,000  (1969)  and  1,190  (1968). 
Separate  figures  for  the  three  main  townships  in  the  area  are  not  available  but 
it  is  probable  that  the  increase  is  in  the  main  due  to  new  building  in  New 
Marske. 

The  birth  rate  is  19.5  per  1,000  or  about  22%  above  the  rate  of  16.0 
per  1,000  for  England  and  Wales.  As  mentioned  in  earlier  annual  reports  this 
is  probably  due  to  an  influx  of  young  people  into  new  housing  development. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  as  12.4  per  1,000  compared  with  13.4  last  year 
and  with  11.6  for  England  and  Wales. 

Illegitimate  births  fell  from  27  in  1970  to  22  in  1971  or  5%  of  all  live 
births.  These  figures  are  lower  than  those  of  the  previous  year  (27  illegitimate 
births  or  7%  of  all  live  births)  and  lower  than  those  for  England  and  Wales. 

Infectious  Diseases: 

The  only  infectious  disease  of  which  any  considerable  number  of  notific¬ 
ations  was  received  was  measles,  there  being  104  notified  cases.  These  con¬ 
sisted  of  the  later  cases  of  an  epidemic  which  began  in  the  previous  year  and 
occurred  in  the  early  months  of  the  year.  Only  sporadic  infections  occurred 
in  the  second  half  of  the  year. 

There  were  seven  cases  of  whooping  cough  in  1970.  Unfortunately  the 
vaccines  available  are  not  as  effective  as  one  would  wish  and  small  outbreaks 
from  time  to  time  cannot  be  avoided.  A  further  difficulty  is  that  new  strains  of 
bacteria  appear  from  time  to  time  and  existing  vaccines  are  not  necessarily 
effective  against  them. 

Only  one  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Immunisation: 

Routine  immunisation  against  diptheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  polio¬ 
myelitis  and  measles  continues  to  be  offered  to  infants  in  their  early  months. 
Measles  vaccination  is  slowly  gaining  general  acceptance  but  many  parents  still 
fail  to  attend  their  appointments.  Efforts  are  still  being  made  to  promote  a 
better  uptake.  It  is  regrettable  that  many  people  regard  measles  as  a  minor 
and  inevitable  infection  and  fail  to  rea’ise  that  serious  ill-health  may  result 
from  it. 

Vaccination  against  rubella  (german  measles)  is  offered  to  girls  on  enter¬ 
ing  secondary  school  and  this  procedure  has  been  generally  accepted  by  all 
concerned.  Reactions  to  the  vaccine  are  uncommon  and  mild  if  they  occur  at 
all;  this  is  an  important  factor  and  probably  accounts  for  some  of  the  failure 
to  take  up  measles  vaccine  in  which  reactions  are  sometimes  marked. 
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Meals  on  Wheels: 

Meals  on  wheels  are  provided  to  old  people  in  both  Saltburn  and  Marske 
by  the  W.R.V.S'.  The  service  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  recipients  and  I 
have  previously  noted  that  apart  from  maintaining  nutrition  the  meals  on  wheels 
service  forms  a  valuable  monitoring  service  between  the  needy  and  the  local 
authority  services. 

Food  Hygiene: 

Food  hygiene  standards  are  satisfactory.  Complaints  received  from  time 
to  time  are  investigated  and  appropriate  action  taken.  Taking  dogs  into  food 
shops  continues  to  be  a  source  of  annoyance  to  both  customers  and  shopkeepers 
who  try  to  maintain  good  standards  of  hygiene  on  their  premises. 

Water  Supply: 

The  whole  Urban  District  is  supplied  by  mains  water  by  the  Tees  Valley 
and  Cleveland  Water  Board.  Samples  are  taken  at  regular  intervals  and  have 
proved  satisfactory.  I  am  informed  that  the  natural  fluoride  content  of  the  water 
is  of  the  order  of  0.1  —  0.3  parts  per  million.  This  is  well  below  the  optimum 
level  of  one  part  per  million  for  the  prevention  of  dental  decay.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  twenty-fifth  annual  report  on  the 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1971. 

The  staff  of  the  department  consists  of  an  additional  Public  Health  In¬ 
spector,  Mr.  R.  Evans,  one  full-time  Shorthand  Typist/Clerk  and  a  full-time 
Rodent  Operator. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  THE  PREPARATION 
AND  SALE  OF  FOOD 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  cafes,  hotel  kitchens,  ice  cream 
premises,  food  shops,  stalls  and  vehicles  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations 
1960/70,  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations 
1966  and  Bye-Laws. 

During  the  year,  83  warnings  were  given  in  respect  of  breaches  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  was  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in 
the  district,  and  one  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection  was  carried  out  follow¬ 
ing  slaughter.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air  and  the 
Teesside  Clean  Air  Committee. 

Two  deposit  gauges  are  in  use  in  the  area,  one  being  sited  at  Marske- 
by-the-Sea  in  the  playing  field  of  the  Junior  School,  Windy  Hill  Lane,  by  kind 
permission  of  the  Secretary  for  Education  and  one  in  the  Police  Station  grounds 
at  Saltburn-by-the-Sea,  by  kind  permission  of  the  Chief  Constable. 

The  tables  show  the  results  for  the  twelve  months  together  with  wind 
records  for  the  period. 

Two  volumetric  gauges  are  in  use,  one  at  30  Vicarage  Drive,  Marske-by- 
the-Sea  and  one  at  the  Clinic,  Bath  Street,  Saltburn-by-the-Sea.  In  addition  to 
smoke  readings  sulphur  dioxide  readings  are  taken  on  the  machine  at  Saltburn. 

During  the  year  a  mobile  exhibition  organised  by  the  Solid  Smokeless 
Fuels  Federation  was  in  the  area  and  the  attendance  was  satisfactory. 


SMOKE  CONTROL  ORDER  —  CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956 

One  area  is  in  operation  and  two  other  Orders  have  been  made  and  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment  for  confirmation. 

The  date  the  first  order  came  into  operation  was  delayed  for  6  months 
due  to  fuel  shortages  and  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  of  May,  1971.

HOUSING 

During  1971,  59  Council  Houses,  7  Council  Flats  and  I  Pre-Fab  were 
allocated  and  29  applicants  for  Elderly  Persons  Accommodation  were  re-housed. 

During  the  year  37  applications  were  received  from  tenants  for  ex¬ 
changes  of  Council  houses  and  26  exchanges  took  place.  Three  applications  for 
permission  to  take  lodgers  were  received  and  all  were  approved  by  the  Council. 


WARDEN  SERVICES  TO  ELDERLY  PERSONS  ACCOMMODATION 

>  :(■- There  are  9  wardens  employed  by  the  Council  in  connection  with  groups 

o|  ,  elderly  persons  bungalows  and  flats.  This  scheme  is  worked  under  the 
grant  aid  scheme  of  the  North  Riding  County  Council  of  up  to  £30  per  head 
for  ^  each  person  eligible  for  Warden  Service.  Housing  accommodation  is  pro¬ 
vided  for  every  Warden  and  an  intercommunication  system  is  installed  in  every 
elderly  persons  accommodation,  so  that  they  have  direct  contact  with  the 
Warden. 

This  service  has  proved  very  satisfactory  and  the  elderly  people  are  very 
happy  with  it.  The  Wardens  carry  out  their  work  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner 
and  have  been  of  great  help  to  the  occupants  of  the  accommodation. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS
